busy breaking up the ice in the 
river at the mouth of the creek 
while the tug Mills broke up the 
ice along the docks in the lower 
creek, which help ed to free the 
water way s for the ice anc 
flood which came down in the 
middle of the afternoon. 
The March 14, 189 3 Freeman 
described how the 50 or more 
vessels, comp rising steam tugs, 
side wheelers, canal boats and 
barges which ap p eared like one 
solid mass, ground together by 
thousands of tons of ice, were 
swep t out of the creek late Mon­ 
day 
afternoon.

away , and the shouting of the 
boatmen who had worked for 
hours hauling in the lines, en­ 
deavoring to make the boats 
fast, and the warning shouts 
from the p eop le on the docks, 
added to the terror.

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BIG RECRUITMENT 
The fruit and vegetable growers of Cali­ 
fornia, Florida, Texas and Arizona face a 
tough problem. 
The bracero program 
through which scores of thousands of Mexi­ 
cans come into those states to harvest crops 
is apparently coming to an end, despite 
efforts to keep it going. This mea as that 
a large number of American farm work­ 
ers must somehow be recruited to do the 
necessary “stoop labor.” 
This is not easy because American mi­ 
grant workers, though they are used to low 
pay and poor working conditions, balk at 
the even lower pay for which the Mexicans 
have worked. The task of getting enough 
labor requires a twofold effort—first, to 
sell employers on agreeing to provide the 
conditions and wage levels to attract the 
workers; and second, to round up workers 
willing to accept what is offered. 
The Labor Department has wisely de­ 
cided to step into the breach. Secretary 
Wirtz has announced that the department 
will undertake the biggest recruitment 
effort ever made to recruit seasonal labor. 
If growers cooperate in an enlightened way, 
this may permanently end the need for 
additional labor from Mexico. That would 
be a good thing for the growers, for work­ 
ers, and for the South west’s economy in 
general.

ITS THE TOTAL TAX BILL THAT COUNTS 
If Medicare, as is now being suggested by 
Chairman Wilbur Mills of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives Ways and Means Committee, is to be 
financed not by an added Social Security tax but 
by a separate payroll tax, it will mean that the 
federal government must keep still another set 
of books. There will be the regular budgrt ledger 
of $100 billion (assuming that President Johnson 
lives up to his implied promise to the businessmen 
to hold the line at that figure.) Then there will be 
$20 billion more or less in additional cash outlays 
to the public for social security, railroad retire­ 
ment and other things of this nature that don’t 
get counted in the regular budget. Finally, there 
will be the Medicare disbursements paid for by 
the special tax, which, so its proponents say, 
would come to $1.5 billion the first year (the sum 
would surely Jump as time goes by). 
Now, there is no reason why a government 
should not keep three separate sets of books, pro­ 
vided that people are really made aware that the 
grand total of $120 billion plus is coming out of 
their pocketbooks and not raining down as manna 
from heaven. But by compartmentalizing our ac­ 
counting practices, we create a climate of negli­ 
gence. And there is still a fourth set of books 
that must be considered if we are really to fight 
complacency. This is the set kept by the states 
and the local communities, which will run to $70 
billion for 1964. 
With Medicare, we shall he driving toward a 
total government spending hill (federal, state and 
local) just short of $200 billion a year, which ii 
about a third of the national income. 
Professor John Kenneth Galbraith thinks an 
affluent society can afford to put a third of its 
income into the so-called public sector. But the 
fact is that, while President Johnson fights to 
keep the regular budget on an even keel, all the 
other budgets will be straining upward. The total 
will come to more than a third of our income in 
due time. 
The most recent testimony to this came from 
Chairman Gerald L. Phillippo of the General Elec­ 
tric Company. Speaking to a Lincoln. Nebr., group, 
Mr. Phillippo predicted that the state and local 
governments will probably prove a better market 
in future years for American businessmen than 
the federal government. Federal purchases in the 
first three quarters of 1964, said Mr. Phillippo. 
ran at an annual rate of $65.8 billion as compared 
to a local and state purchase rate of $62.5 billion. 
But in 1965 — "or 1966 at the latest” — state and 
l>cal government purchases will “pass the level 
of federal purcha**^ for the first time since th# 
Korean W ar and only the second time since 1940 ” 
Since he figures to be on the receiving end of 
local and state disbursements. Mr. Phillippe was 
not particularly lamenting the new tax trends. 
His own electrical equipment industry figures to 
do well out of such things as beter lighting to 
improve urban safety, better local power gener­ 
ation facilities, more state computer centers for 
use in studying traffic and tax matters, and even 
local nuclear power plants. Moreover. It was not 
only the prospect of sales that seemed to be pleas­ 
ing Mr. Phillippe He took the philosiphicnl satis­ 
faction of a good decentralist in noting that “the 
problems of urban growth, of exploding school-age 
population, of traffic strangulation, of downtown 
decay, of unemployment, of racial tensions . . . 
are essentially problems of the community.' 
To take care of community needs. State tax 
collections have already (umped by some ten per 
cent in 1964. On Mr Phillinoe’s projection they 
will go higher in 1965 and 1966. This would not 
he disturbing if federal taxes were only going 
down more than they a hp. However, with the 
states and localities taking a bigger bite of the 
national income, w’e’ll have to have bigger and 
better federal tax cuts — and a regular budget 
trimmed some distance below the $100 billion 
mark — lf we ane to stay even in the m atter of 
total tax take.

1893 d( scribing the 
ice jam of that far off date 
which let loose at Eddyville and 
thousands of tons of ice pushed 
on by a raging torrent down the 
lower Rondout Creek .carrying 
with it 50 or more vessels in one 
of the wildest days ever recalled 
by historians. 
The item described the 1893 
ice having formed a gorge at 
Connelly and Shafer’s mill or 
the upper ere k. A big ice jam 
had formed also above Wilbur 
and that Eddyville streets in 
places were under five feet ol 
water. During the morning ol 
March 
13, 
the Norwich 
was 
busy breaking up the ice in the 
river at the mouth of the creek 
while the tug Mills broke up the 
ice along the docks in the lower 
creek, which helped to free the 
water ways for the ice anc 
flood which came down in the 
middle of the afternoon. 
The March 14, 1893 Freeman 
described how the 50 or more 
vessels, comprising steam tugs 
side wheelers, canal boats and 
barges which appeared like one 
solid mass, ground together by 
thousands of tons of ice, were 
swept out of the creek late Mon­ 
day 
afternoon. 
The 
noise 
of 
parting lines and cracking timb­ 
ers could be heard for blocks 
away, and the shouting of the 
boatmen who had worked for 
hours hauling in the lines, en­ 
deavoring to make 
the boats 
fast, and the warning shouts 
from the people on the docks, 
added to the terror.

Kingston with 135 low-rent 
homes in the planning stage un­ 
der the Broadway-East Urban 
Renewal Project, is among al­ 
most a dozen New York State 
cities where 3,103 dwelling unit 
contracts have been executed on 
UR site. 
Twenty of the 135 planned for 
Kingston are for the elderly. 
PHA Reports 
This wa* learned today when 
Herman D. Hillman, regional di­ 
rector of the U. S. Public Hous­ 
ing Administration, notified state 
municipalities of the immediacy 
to act upon any proposed low- 
rent housing programs remain­ 
ing available under the Housing 
Act of 1964. He advised the may­ 
ors of all principal municipalities 
of this urgency in a letter dated 
Dec. 14. 
The Village of Catskill has 80 
low-rent homes in various stages 
of development and under local 
management. 
The PHA said that there has 
been a steadily mounting rite in 
the demand for low-rent hous­ 
ing, and New York State faced a 
similar 
situation 
last 
spring 
when a heavy volume of appli­ 
cations exhausted its 15 per cent 
contract potential in the admin­ 
istration’s
